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REPORT OF MILTON PLANNING BOARD 


In accord with the vote at March meeting the Planning 
Board was appointed by the Selectmen as follows: 


Percy Sheltra to 1966; Kenneth Adams to 1965; Leonard 
Branch to 1964; John Campbell to 1963; George Thompson, 
Chairman. The other members of the Selectmen board, James 
Manley and Elmer Turner have been present at the meetings. 
Nine meetings have been held since March. 


Listed are some of the actions of the Board discussed; Inter- 
state roads and interchanges in Milton. A meeting was held 
with the Highway Planners in Montpelier, which was attended 
by several interested townspeople. 


Met with Fred Wood, local Civil Defense Director. 


Zoning and building codes have been discussed and it was 
the decision of this board that an article appear in the warning 
to a zoning ordinance prepared. To legally have zoning this is 
the first step to follow, after which the voters have four oppor- 
tunities to change the ordinance or vote on or against it. The 
Board feels that zoning and building codes are necessary if we 
expect an orderly, healthy community growth. Usually opposi- 
tion to the ordinances comes from people who are not fully in- 
formed or have been falsely informed on the subject. 


Much discussion was held relative to the fire department 
which is now a Milton Village Organization. Some considera- 
tion should be given to making the department a Township 
sponsored group. 


The Board expects in the near future to issue a Brochure 
entitled “Meet Milton”, giving as much information as possible 
about the Town and Village. 
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During the year, we have had several inquiries about available 
sites for industry. Letters have been written to Fairchild In- 
dustries to find out their plans for their site. G. B. I. C. is now 
working out the same proposition. 


Mr. Cairns, President of G. B. I. C., has been in town several 
times to look over some of our potential factory sites. 


The Village Planning Board has met jointly with us on sev- 
eral occasions as the work of both boards must be closely allied to 
achieve the best results. 


Town planning is a long tedious process and the results are 
sometimes hard to see. The Board feels that this year we have 
made some progress toward several future goals, and hope for 
more progress in the years to come, and ask for the continued 
support of the Townspeople.

JESSIE E. WOOD 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
Submitted by George H. Lacharite 6 February, 1963 


The following is a list of responses made by the Fire Depart- 
ment in 1962. 

Structural fires (dwellings & business) .......... 

Barns” PL y Sere ee eet ree eee ae ee 


Your attention is called to the number of grass & brush fires 
that the Fire Department was called to extinguish. Generally 
these fires were started as “Controlled Burnings”, but due to 
weather conditions and lack of supervision they became potential- 
ly dangerous. 


It is requested that judgment and caution be exercised during 
the spring season to reduce this type fire. 


Consideration must also be given to the possibility of a 
double alarm, where our one truck could respond to only one 
incident leaving one fire call at the mercy of the fire. 


Fire loss in communities can be greatly reduced by a good 
fire prevention program. A good program of fire prevention 
means that qualified fire inspectors, through regular inspections 
throughout the community and with the aid of a set of specially 
designed municipal ordinances, correct and prevent potential 
sources of fire, thereby reducing possible damage by fire and 
eliminating many fires altogether. 
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We have no such program where this service is provided. A 
program of this sort is afforded only to communities blessed with 
a full time fire department. 


Without this program there is one strike against us. So we 
must concentrate on the remaining two phases of fire department 
work, fire protection and fire fighting. 


Fire fighting is self-explanatory. It is the work performed 
by firemen to control and extinguish fires by the method deter- 
mined and dictated by the means and equipment available to them. 


The key to our problem then lies in the phase commonly 
called “Fire Protection. THIS IS YOUR RESPONSIBILITY. 
The reason that this phase is your responsibility hinges on the 
fact that a community gears itself to a particular fire protection 
need that is dependent on such factors as terrain, water avail- 
ability and dependability, population, height of buildings, special 
hazards and others. With these characteristics in mind a pro- 
gram is formed whereby the needed equipment is acquired. 


In 1937 our present fire department was born. Since then 
its growth can be measured only by age. Physical and material 
growth has been limited and much smaller than the development 
which has taken place in our community over the same period. 
Village and town both are undergoing expansion at a rapid rate, 
but the fire protection need is being overlooked. Great and 
rapid developments are being made in fire fighting equipment 
that is leaving us bound in antiquated methods and equipment. 
The development of our community has outstripped the growth 
of our fire department and it is your responsibility to provide the 
funds to reconcile the two. The manner in which you react will 
determine the degree of fire protection afforded.

ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1962 


The following health services were available from State- 
Federal tax money and local voluntary contribution to protect 
the health of the people of Milton, along with the people of the 
other towns and cities in Vermont. A tabulation of the principal 
State Health Department services which the residents of your 
town used last year* follows: 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were attended 
by 682 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations numbered 2. 
At the request of attending doctors, 0 children received pediatric 
consultations, 0 received hospital diagnosis, 7 with orthopedic, 
cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received services or 
appliances through clinics for handicapped children and O were 
given financial aid toward hospitalization costs. ‘Mental retarda- 
tion clinic services were extended 0 children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 7 persons re- 
ceived chest x-rays; 143 children received immunizations, includ- 
ing boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and or tetanus. 
Polio immunizations, including boosters, were given 290 children 
and adults in clinics and conferences. The state laboratory per- 
formed tests on 30 water samples, 0 food and dairy products, 
169 blood specimens and 190 other specimens. Vaccines, anti- 
toxins and biologicals were distributed for protection against 
communicable diseases. 

There were 38 sanitary inspections or consultations made 
at the town’s food and lodging places and 18 concerning water 
supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, to 
protect health through improved town sanitation. Services to 
maintain and improve adult health in industry included 0 chest 
x-rays and inspections and consultations at plants. In connection 
with the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal 
aid program for hospital and medical facility construction there 
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were 0 inspections-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and 
homes for the aged. 

Mental health services by guidance clinics through educa- 
tional meetings or consultations, were received by O persons and 
groups. Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psychologist 
or psychiatric social worker were given 0. Under the community 
mental health program to develop local projects for prevention, 
treatment or education in mental] health, financial assistance and 
staff consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health O school children receiv- 
ed instruction from a Dental Hygienist. 

In cancer work 8 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 

All programis in the department offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films, a news release and information service and 
speakers are available, 

The public health nurse served at well-child and school con- 
ferences, x-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. 
She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, making 230 visits on 
‘behalf of 75 persons and community health activities. Her ser- 
vice is an essential element in the department’s program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and 
education.

$6,340.55. There are deficits, in the Commissioner’s account of 
$950.12, in Grader account of $132.70, and in Loader account of 
$1,673.21 leaving actual cash available of $4,393.51 as of janet 
1964. 


The grader is paid for, and the loader bonds have been re- 
duced to $5,400.00. 


The Selectmen’s account is free from debt except for the 
Clark & Dyer liability which can not be paid according to the will. 


There was a decrease of over $5,700.00 in cash on hand as of 
Dec. 31, 1963 as against the balance of Dec. 31, 1962. This, with 
the Grand List remaining relatively the same makes it necessary 
that we recommend a larger tax in both the general fund and 
highway accounts, to give the necessary service to the Town of 
Milton, to be able to repay the tax anticipation note and to end the 
year with a balance large enough to pay current expenses until 
town meeting day.

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REPORT OF MILTON PLANNING BOARD 


After March meeting in 1963 the board was instrumental in 
getting Bicentennial Committee off to a start. George Branch 
was elected chairman and Mrs. Fred Wood, secretary. As the 
planning for this event took everyone’s time no more meetings 
of the Planning Board were held during the summer. Several 
individual members of the board continued to direct their efforts 
on the uncompleted projects of 1962. Several meetings were 
arranged with “Highway Planning” in Montpelier where various 
phases of the Interstate in Milton were discussed including an 
interchange on Town Road 43 and south access from West 
Milton. Some discussions were held with the District Highway 
Commissioner regarding our own town roads and possibilities of 
some state aid moneys for roads leading to our recreation areas. 
More letters were exchanged with Fairchild Camera Co. about 
the possible sale of the Keinle Property. As yet we have never 
received from them a firm price. Two small plastics firms were 
shown the town as a possible factory site. 


The selectmen appointed a committee to prepare zoning laws 
for the town as was recommended by the 1962 Board. 


At the late fall meeting zoning, recreation areas and the fire 
protection system were discussed. 


The Board realizes that as yet we have not made a very 
impressive record, compared to some towns of our size. There 
remains a large amount of work for the Planners to do and much 
could be accomplished if everyone would help in any way that he 
can. Milton can do big things as our successful Bicentennial 
proves. 


The Board hopes to have regular meetings in 1964 and be 
able to come up with a constructive planning program by March 
meeting in 1965.

We are looking 
into the possibility of getting the area paved so that tennis and 
basketball facilities can be used there during the summer. If this 
can be done it will provide a recreation area that can be utilized 
throughout the year.

4. Board up openings under buildings where animals might 
seek refuge. 


Please remember the above because rabies is a very fatal 
disease. In case of people getting the disease by animals, do not 
kill the animal but notify the health officer right away. 


This past year, people have been careless in littering the 
countryside with their garbage. Let us all refuse to do such 
things. 


It is suggested here that dumping areas in Milton are scarce 
and believe it would be a wonderful thing for the town to locate 
areas in different sections to be used as general town dumps. 


The clinics for the school children were well attended. Those 
for pre-school children were fairly well taken advantage of; but 
at times many of the mothers could have brought the babies in 
without so much prodding. They are held in town, so take ad- 
vantage of the clinics. 

The schools and restaurants in town were kept within decent 
health regulation. 
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We had the usual contagious diseases:

Measles 78 cases 
Chicken Pox 45 cases 
German Measles 12 cases 
Hepatitis 5 cases 


Infectious Viral Hepatitis can be a serious disease; so if 
any cases develop, they should be reported immediately and Ape, 
precautions can be taken for close contacts.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Milton presents tabulations for the calendar 
year 1963. In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of 
assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of 
hospital and physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 
per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the town 
of settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation 
charges incurred by your community during the past year for each 
of these types of care were as follows:

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for 
the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local 
and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community 
for the former amounted to $1,912.15 and for the latter $850.21 
for the year just closed. 

During 1963 assistance was granted to 37 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely 
out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed 
from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town 
records are compiled for these categories, their benefits were 
available to all qualified residents.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 

The fire department recorded forty-seven alarms during the 
calendar year of 1963. It is interesting to note that during the 
extremely dry weather period experienced last fall, only one 
grass fire was recorded. This is unusual since it was noticed 
by this fire chief, that despite the ban imposed by the governor, 
some people still insisted on burning their leaves and dried grass 
in open and unattended fires. I mention this because many calls 
were received from perturbed neighbors of persons burning grass 
and leaves and leaving the fires burning unattended late into the 
night. I would like to say that this was a poor time to contest 
the authority of the Governor. 

The breakdown of the responses made by the fire department 
is as follows: 

False alarm or siren repair 
Miscellaneous 

Chimney fires 
Oxygen/rescusitator 
House/barn fires 
Automotive 

Grass, brush, forest 17 

For the past several years, the Fire Department has been 
making progressively heavier demands on the Village budget. 
To display a sense of fairness to ourselves and to the community, 
two ambitious projects were undertaken to bolster the Fire De- 
partment’s general fund and in some way relieve the burden which 
was placed entirely on the taxpayer. With the money derived 
from these fund raising projects, we were able to purchase two 
self-contained breathing apparatus and turn-out clothing for all 
of the firemen. At-a lump sum this represents about $1200.00. 
In addition to this and at the time of this writing, arrangements 
are being made to purchase a water tanker capable of carrying 
a thousand gallons of water to a fire. This purchase was financ- 
ed by the Town and the Village on a match fund basis. 

All of these “earmarks of progress” will soon have our Fire 
Department as well equiped as most, even though there are two 
big factors left to reconcile, that of a new pumper and a larger 
fire station to house the new equipment and the fire department 
members. ‘To achieve this end, the help of everyone will be 
needed. Our sinking fund, established last year for the purchase 
of a new pumper, will reach four thousand dollars this year. 

Asa final statement, the Fire Department wishes to thank the 
Milton Women’s Club for their donation to us. Our gratitude 
is also extended to Mrs. Richard Adams, Mr. and Mrs. Ornel 
Mayo and to Mrs. Josephine Guerin and the Milton grange and 
all who have been instrumental in providing funds for our new 
equipment.
